She has been picked from the extra ranks and the 


stages of the golden west, She is in no sense a trouper. 
She is not stage worn and she must have a "screen'1 face 
and a "screen" figure. 


And in selecting her, California has asked no help from

^"^lALIFORNIA, as most everyone knows, is a great 


booster for home products. 
Hollywood thinks its girls 


are a bit prettier than any to be found elsewhere. 
It 


points out that for years ihe gorgepus girlies of every land 
have come knocking at its studio gates. Until the talkies came 
along with their "canned chorines" thousands had to stand 
in the background as mere "extras" or "atmosphere." 
Now, 


in a sense, they are featured personages 
in the scores of "canned" music revues 
being clicked off by ihe major concerns. 


Their theme songs and number songs 


will be hummed across the nation in a 
few hours after the release of a picture, 
They will be seen by millipns of persons 
who_ have never looked upon a chorus 
girl in the flesh—or, rather, the bathing 
suit-r-thanks to the fact that few New 
York producers have sent out musical 
road shows. If they have personality 
and ability, they will soon become fea- 
tured players. And »mce two pr three 
of the biggest film concerns have an- 
nounced the organization of "stock" 
groups of chorines |o be used in all music 
revue pictures, they may become as well 
known to the theater public as many of the leading players. 


In other words, they will soon begin to steal the thunder

centage of this migration is expected to end.

Hollywood girls will stay at home and

Stem" will ship westward. 
Hollywood will have a tre- 


mendous turn-over in music shows, thanks to the fact that 
films run bul a week in a theater, whereas llie cast of a Broad- 
way rcvus ilays pretty much in'.acl until the end of a run. 
f he oppui (unities, so (he job hunters feel, will be greater 
on the microphoncd stage. 


I o lie sure there, will be no bakl-headed row 
for the 


"camied chorus." Father and Uncle Joe and Brother Jimmy 
cannot be lured to the stage door after the show. 


But, appearing upon the screen of a theater adjacent to a 


big music hall, the canned chorine can flaunt her charms be- 
fore Broadway boys and girls and invile comparison with 
the fabulous blonds who, at least to date, were presumed to 
be preferred. 


Hence it is not an uncommon sight to see a music show 


scout sitting in the fourth row center of any of the many 
canned musical productions keeping an eye on girlies of par- 
ticular charm and promise. In the old silent days, the New 
York music stage fed Hollywood some of its choicest and 
most popular headliners. 
Jacqueline Logan, for instance, 


stepped put of the Ziegfeld ranks.

When the 
talking pictures arrived, the Hollywood scouts went through 
Broadway with a fine tooth comb and took a great army from 
the Broadway stage, though some have hesitated in fear of 
the Equity fight.

Each attempts a product slightly different from the other— 


although a few of the Broaclwayites are inclined to leap on 
any form of production which has brought crowds to the other 
fellow's box oflice. 


Thus Schwab and Mandel, a relatively new Broadway 


concern, paid no attention to the vogues of
